A PRELATE ON GEORGElSM. 


R ecent Ag rarian Theo ries Characterises 
as a Freak o f Im ag inatio n. 
New Y ork, Nov. 22. —Archb ishop Corrigan 
has issued a long pastoral letter to tb e people 
of his diocese. 
It was read in the Roman 
Catholic churches Sunday morning. The re­ 
marks of the archb ishop in relation to the 
righta of individuals to acquire and holci 
property are of special interest and signifi­ 
cance, 
He says: “ Undoub tedly God made 
the earth for the use of all mankind; b ut 
whether the possession thereof was to b e in 
common, or b y individual ownership, was 
left for reason to determine. Such determi 
nation, judging from the facte of history, 
the sanction of law, from the teaching of 
the wisest an l the actions of the b est and 
b ravest of mankind, has b een, and is, that 
man can, b y lawful acts, b ecome possessed 
of the right of ownership in property, and 
not merely in its use. The reason is b ecause 
a man is strictly entitled to that of which he 
is the producing cause, to the improvement 
he b rings ab out in it, and the enjoyment of 
b oth. But it is clear that in a farm, for in­ 
stance, which one has, b y patient attention 
to it, improved in value; in a b lock of marb l* 
out of which one has chiselled a i>erfect 
statue, he can not fully enjoy the improve­ 
ment he has caused unless he has also tb e 
right to own the ob ject thus improved. 
He 
has a strict right—and evil are the laws and 
systems which ignore it—either to ownership 
and enjoyment or to a full compensation for 
tb e improvement which is his. 
To strive to 
b ase an argument against ownership in land 
b y reasoning on the universal distrib ution of 
■in and light is only a freak of imagination. 
Once deny the right of ownership and you 


r o w the seed of stagnation in human enter­ 
prise.”

—Sunday afternoon the 
Socialists marched from fifteen outlying 
rendezvous to Trafalgar square, accompanied 
b y numerous b ands of music and carrying 
b anners l» earfng most incendiary inscriptions 
such as “By Heavens, Our Rights are Worth 
Fighting for;” “ Work for All and Overwork 
for None;” etc. Some of those marching in 
the processions carried Phrygian caps on 
poles, and as tho southern contingents crossed 
Westminster b ridge the b ands played the

From this point to Trafalgar 
square the j>ecplo who filled the windows of 
the private houses, hotels and government 
offices along the route greeted the procession 
with shouts of disapproval.

Downing street they gave vent to a storm of

The sight of the horse guards and sentries 
around the Downing street offices incensed 
the mob greatly and the howl which their 
presence evoked caused tho officer in com­ 
mand to order the gates closed, an order 
which was quickly ob eyed.
